The first session of the Sixty-third 
congress, the extraordinary session, 


to give it 
its 
correct 
designation, 


will probably last through the larg­ 


est portion of the summer. This, by 


the way, will be the rixth summer 
session of congress in as m any con­ 
secutive years. 
The new' congress has the appear­ 
ance of a body that will be respon­ 
sive to public sentiment.

Jefferson City, Mo., April ** —Com­ 
missioner Roy filed an opinion in Di­ 
vision No. 2 of the supreme court 
yesterday in which the circuit court 
of St. Joseph is reversed and the va­ 
lidity of a labor law’ for the protec­ 
tion of women and minors working 
with dangerous machinery is upheld. 
The 
cause 
is 
a suit of Homer 
Tsricklen, 16 years old, against tho 
Combe Printing company, of St. Jos­ 
eph. 
He was employed in operating 
a paper box machine and lost tho 
end of one of his fingers, as the re­ 
sult of having it caught in the ma­ 
chine. 
A jury awarded him $560 damages. 
This was set aside by the court on 
the ground that the law in question 
was repealed by the child labor law 
of 1907.

provides, 
among other things, that “No minor 
nor woman shall be required to work 
between the fixed 
and
